Improved Chair for Theatres. 


To the theatre managers of this 


country is commended a new form of 
chair for use in theatres, masic halls, 
etc., which is now being introduced into 
England. This chair is already in use 
in several theatres in Germany, and is 
intended not only to prevent panic in 
case of fire, etc., by enabling the audi- 
ence to gain the exit doors more easily 
than hitherto, but also to allow officials 
of tho theatres and members of the audi- 
ence to move with freedom from one 
place to another. 


For this purpose the seat and back of 


tho chair are free to move, and are con- 
nected suitably together, BO that by 
means of a counterbalance weight a 
mere touch of the hand will cause the 
seat and the back to move simultaneous- 
ly on hinges to a vertical position, the 
seat by raising and the back by lower- 
ing, thereby allowing free passage along 
or through the tiers. The very idea of 
such a device, when the absurd amount 
of inconvenience and annoyance suffered 
in comparative patience by the ordinary 
theatregoer is considered, raises tip vis- 
ions of comfort and pleasure which it 
seems hard to believe will ever be real- 
ized.—New York Telegram.

GOLD EXTORTS. 


The exports of specie from New York 


City last week amounted to $929,000, of 
which $854,000 was in gold, and the 
balance presumably in silver. 
Th». Di- 


rector of the Mint writes that his effort to 
deter gold shipments is (or the best inter* 
esU of the country, and especially the bus- 
iness community of New York. 


The effort to which the Director ol the 


Mint alludes as having been made by bim, 
was simply complying with a regulatioo 
made in accordance with law, not to ex- 
change gold bars at the Government assay 
offloe in New York (or coin, when the bars 
were to be exported. As the profits on 
shipping United States coin to foreign 
countries are not so great a» the gold bars 
the action of the Director of the Mint has 
bad a restraining effect on the gold snip- 
pers. 


The fact that large amounts of gold have 


been shipped to Europe recently is cianed 
by the balance of trade being against the 
Unitnd States. To take advantage of the 
HoEinley bill, large quantities of articles 
of European production were imported 
before the increased rate of duty went into 
effect, 
The bills for those articles are DOW 


due and gold has to be exported to pa; 
them. 
Usually the exports of wheat, corn, 


pork and beef to Ed-ope are more thau 
•officiant to pay all obligations of import- 
ers, Then the balance of trade is in favor 
of the United States and European coiti 
flows into tbe country. At present, un- 
fortunately, it is the other way, and it ms> 
continue so (or some time, as it is estimated 
that ^wealthy Americana spend not lest- 
than $60.000,000 annually traveling and 
shopping in Europe, m,«ny of them crossing 
the Atlantic to replenish their wardrobes at 
the fashionable establishments at London 
and Paris, nod thus evadn the tariff. 
It i>- 


not the fur en era or the workingmen, who, 
we aro told by the politicians are so greatly 
benefited by the tariff, that do this, but 
tbe Caroegiea, whose products are so 
highl? protected, that they can make mill- 
Ions in the United States to expend for 
luxuries in Europe. 


ITALY ACTING 
FOOLISHLY. 


Baroa de Favn, Ea voy Extraordinary and 


Minister Plenipotentiary trooa the lUlian 
Government to the United States, informs 
the Stata Department at Washington that 
be has beeu reoslled by his Governmeot 
and will leave in a few days, leaving the 
Secretary of Leg-ttion in charge of current 
affairs. Tois action might be construed HP 
a declaration of war, but in the present in- 
stance it will hardly be so considered, 
though that it is hasty and ill-advised wil 
not be disputed. Tbe cause is the New 
Orleans uprising ag unst a baud of assas- 
sins, who. acoorlmj? to report, were out- 
laws in their own country nnd dare not «i 
the peril of their lives, or at least then 
liberty, set foot on Italian territory.

sought refuge on American Bill, renounced 
their Allegiance to tha King of Italy, and in 
form if not in fact, became American citi- 
zens.

That Italy is not in a position to com-

jvmtified in declaring war if it was prepared 
io ftgtit no one will dispute, therefore it is 
reasonable to assume that thcr < wi'l be no 
war between the two countries. 


Baron de Fava may leave the United 


States, and in fiOt no great iojury would 
result j( every foreign Minister at Wash- 
ington should do like mse aud every Araer 
icim Minister was called botne, but Italy 
surely is not hot-headed enough to go to 
wnr with the United States, because th> 
citizens ot New Orleans avenged tbe dsatb 
of their Chief of Police by lynching his as- 
sassin*.

Mlniiter to Leave Wash- 


ington. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, Match 31,—With an offi- 


cial note dated to-day, Baron de Fava, 
the Italian Minister, has declared to the 
Secretary of State that the United States 
Government not having given assurances 
that the murderers of tbe Italian subjects, 
acquitted b; an American magistrate and 
murdered in prison while under the imme- 
diate protection of tbe authorities of New 
Orleans, would be brought to justice, " the 
Italian Government has found itself under 
the very painful necessity of showing openly 
its dissatisfaction by recalling tbe Minister 
of his Majesty from a country where the 
Italian representative IB nnable to obtain 
justice." The Baron will goon leave the 
United States, leaving tbe Secretary of the 
Legation in charge of only current affairs. 


This action by the Italian Government 


caused the deepest surprise in official eir- 
olfs here when the fact became known. 
It 


n»d been generally supposed that tbe Ital- 
ian Government would at least await- the 
action ot the New Orleans Grand Jury 
which is charged with the investigation of 
the bloody episode at the New Orleans jail, 
it appears, however, that the information 
received from it* representatives must have 
led tne Government to the oonalunion that 
'be Grand Jury investigation would fail to 
resale in the punishment or even indict- 
ment of any persen connected with the 
Killing of the- Italians. 


It is also thought that the evidence of 


Governor Ntohols in reply to Secretary 
Bluine waa regorded as evasive of the real 
point at issue. The Governor's assurances 
that farther bloodshed weald not follow, 
unaccompanied by any exaaue for the fail- 
ure of the State or municipal authorities to 
take precautions to prevent the killing, 
was, it is said, regarded by the Italian 
Government with extreme dissatisfaction. 
It appeared that the Uuiied States had ex- 
hausted its resources. 


Tbe relations between National Govern- 


nents and governments of State, were so 
3xad by tho Aojerio-in Constitution thut 
«hen the ItnlUn Minister, obeying the 
lamtuands of his Government, sought for 
<ome assurances that the persons concerned 
in the killing of iU subjects would be pun- 
shed, it was not possible for the General 
Government to give any definite assurance 
of the kind. It could, and did point to the 
'act that the Grand Jury was an American 
provision for calling before tha bar of jus- 
tice persons who bad violated tbe law of 
the land.

*as oalli d together nuder tbe laws of the 
•lovereiga State of Louisiana and whether 
or not it would punish according to the 
(tali»n idea of Jvutiee was something which 
oo National official from the President 
Iowa could guarantee, aud the Italian Gov 
eminent was not satisfied with such views. 


The Italian Government believed that 


he National Government of tbe United 
States bad failed to give any definite as 
niranoa that reparation would be made. 
Chare was bat one course and that 
taken to-day when tbe Italian Minister no- 
tttted Secretary Bluii-e that he bad been 
recalled became his Groverament was dla 
satisfied with the negotiations. This U 
tbe Italian view of tbe matter. 


There was a commotion among tbe State 


Department at Washington when tbe fact 
became knowa that Baron Fava had beei 
recalled. Secretary Elaine drove to tbe 
White House at 4 p. ir, where he told the 
President all that had occurred and dis- 
cussed future prospects, remaning en boor, 
h'.u returned home anct was nut accessi- 
ble.

The Charge d'Affairfl, Marqnis Imperiale 


has been left in charge of the Italian Lega- 
tion, no the severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions cannot be regarded as complete. Just 
what tbe status of this official is cannot be 
known except through his official acts.

affairs."

attaches to tbe Minister's recall thia means 
that the Charge is to be limited in his 
Functions, to issuing passports, instructing 
consular officers, and other small matters. 
la this case, farther correspondence be- 
tween the United States and Italy mast 
take place directly between Washington 
and Rome. 


Late this afternoon erroneous reports 


were in circulation respecting the alleged 
outrages on American citizens in Italy. A 
careful inquiry at the Department of State

A Vegetable Fly. 


One of the most curious natural pro- j 


factions of the West Indies ia thefamed 
vegetable fly, an insect about the size 
and color of a drone bee, but -without 
winga. In the month of May it buries 
itself in the earth an«l begins to vegetate. 
By the beginning of June » sprout has 
issued from the creature's back and 
made its appearance above the surface of 
the ground. By the end of July the tiny 
tree, known on the islands as the fly tree, 
has attained its full size, being then 
about three inches high, hut a perfect 
tree in every particular, much resem 
bling a delicate coral branch. Pods ap- 
pear on its branches as soon as it ar- 
rives at its fall growth; these ripen and 
drop off in August. 


Instead of containing seeds, as one 


•would naturally suppose, these pods have 
from three to mx small, hard worms upon 
their interior. The pod soon shrivels up 
in the hot sun and bursts open on about 
the third day after becoming detached 
from the parent stem. The little worms 
roll out and bury themselves in the sand, 
and after undergoing the change inci 
dent to all caterpillars become flies, 
which, when the proper time comes, bury 
themaelvesin the ground to furnish nour- 
ishment for another miniature "fly tree." 


Dr. Martinisque, of the Royal institute, 


who has received several boxes of these 
flies upon which he has made repeated 
experiments, gives a long scientific ex- 
planation for the seeming impossibilities 
attributed to this insect, which is, at 
best, wholly unsatisfactory to the general 
reader, even tuough his coworkers in 
that branch of science may consider it 
explanatory and conclusive.—Cor. St.

dren of the Boston public schools and 
published in Our Dumb Animals. 


"If yon wound a bird and don't kill it, 


every mirute its meat is growing worse. 


"II you catch an animal in a steel trap, 


every minute it stays there its meat is 
growing worse. 


"Some hunters will not eat the meat of 


a deer that has been run and worried by 
dogs, but only of those which have been 
killed by what is called still hunting — 
that is, which are shot and killed, and 
so don't suffer much before they die. 


And so it ia in transportation and 


slaughtering — all suffering just before 
death poisons the meat. "
